Bante smooth . and well paved; all on a 
solid (travel foundation, supplsmented by 
several inches of onbble utone or concrete. 
Tbe brick used were those from Clinton,, 
Veedersbnrg, Terrs Haute acd Canton, 
Ohio, and tba brlok are of superior quaN 
Ity. There are no depressions and no 
evidence of, wear. 


Tbs asphalt streets were similar to 


those seen in St. Louis and other cities, 
smooth, .clean : and. pretty. Demonstra- 
tions of the ease and simplicity of repair 
of aspbalt were made, boles having been 
dug In tbe streets for tbat purpose. In 
bait an hour after the repairs had been 
made tbe street looked the same as before 
tbe excavat Ions were made. All1 admired 
and approved both the bnok and asphalt 
pavements. 


Ik was learned ttot the last brick pav- 


ing bad cost $1.78 per square yard, and 
tbe last contract for asphalt19.15. Brick 
paving with five inches of concrete, in- 
cluding curbing cost 91.44, Veedersburg 
brick; other streets bad cost 11.47 and 
f 1.65 per .square, not Including curbing 
which was about 110 for a 40-foot lot 
Tbe cost for paving oie asphalt street was 
18.97 per square, omitting tbe cost of 
curbing. Another street was paved at a 
costotia.ioi Asphalt is used, on both 
business and residence streets, and tbe 
people like it, It it does cost a little more 
than brick.

VICTIMS OF RUSSIA'S CRUELTY. 


Slav* En Route to tbc Badlands Be« 


Marlu of 1'fceir Treatment. 


A party "of 21 Slavs, accompanied by 


heir w ives and children, passed through 
Aberdeen, S. D., the other day on their 
vay to the Bad Lands. Whether nihi- 
ists or not, some of the members of the 
mrty have suffered for the suspicion 
jf nihilism. * One of the men, Michael 
Lcodovitch, claims to be a brother of 
the famous exile, Ivan Lodo\itch, who 
lias spent 40 years in the salt mines of 
lower Siberia. 
Another 
emigrant, 


Tesah Stolstock, was sent to Siberia 
tor life in 1884. and still bears the 
mjirks ,of the shackles with which he 
was confined in underground dud- 
geons. On the coronation of the pres- 
ent czar,showever. he was pardoned, 
with 200 others. Later, Stolstock Was 
again arrested as a suspected nihilist, 
the same crime of which he was accused 
and punished before, but he escaped. 
He was joined by his sister in Belgium, 
and they at once started for America, 


Perhaps the worst example of Rus- 


sian punishment in this party is Ivan 
Molosky, a Pole. He was never in Si- 
beria,' bnt was for six years kept In 
the dungeons at Moscow. These dun- 
geons are under the river, and, he say*, 
are always at least two inches deep with 
water that filters through the cement 
walls. From June, 1889, to November, 
1896. Molosky saw no ray of light, and 
Ms only companions were the rats. His 
offense, BO the police claimed, was an 
Attempt on the life of Michael Connor, 
• Russian officer of the czar's guard. 
Molosky claims that he never had a 
trial, and was only released on W« 
promise that he would leave Russia « 
once, otherwise suffer life imprison- 
ment.

The Hall*** Torpedo Boat Jaat 


Launched at Elizabeth, DC. J.. Like. 


lr to H*vol«tlonlme Warfare— 


Several Nation. After Her. 


The Holland submarine torpedo boat 


has just been launched at the Cres- 
cent Shipyard*in Elizabeth,N. J. The 
Inventor of the boat, John P. Holland, 
has closely watched the construction of 
the vessel. The vessel was christened 
"The Holland," by Mra. Nixon, wife of 
Lieut. Lewis Nixon, the constructor. 
There \vere few persons at the launch- 
ing. Inventor Holland says there will 
be -no attempt at submarine evolu- 
tions for several weeks. The construc- 
tion of the boat has been eagerly 
watched all over the country. 
The 


boat is cylindrical in shape, is 60 feet 
3 Inches* long; with-a 4-foot screw pro- 
tecting extension. "The diameter" is 10' 
feet 3 inches nmidship. and the mold- 
ed diameter is the same. The boat can 
travel, vftjder water eight knots.an hour" 
for eight hours, and ten knots ah houi 
on the surface. The power comes from 
a gasoline engine and a dynamo, the 
former -to be used when the boat is 
Bailing along the surface, and/the latter 
when she is submerged. . It will take 
less than a minute to submerge the 
boat, and about the same length of time 
for her to rise to the surface. The arma- 
ment consists' of three torpedo tubes 
which will discharge high explosives. 


Six men will constitute the crew. 
Mr. Holland was asked by the United 


States, British; and Spanish govern- 
ments to allow a • representative, on 
board during the trial trip of the boat, 
but he refused the request. After a 
trial trip he says be will allow on" en- 
gineer from each government to see 
the workings of the boat, which it is 
believed will revolutionize warfare. Sev- 
eral foreign nations have bid for the 
vessel, but it is likely that Mr. Holland 
will sell her to the United States.

pclled to exert all their strength to 
achieve a decisive majority. 


Sever in the modern history of the 


University of Cambridge, has such a 
scene been witnessed. Polling was go- 
ing on slowly and the thousands of un- 
dergraduates who had* assembled on 
King's parade amused themselves by 
pelting one another with fireworks, 
confetti, squibs, bomBs, bags of flour 
and blue eggs. 


After the evening the cheering was 


almost deafening.

play abounded everywhere, everyone 
preserved good temper. Some of the 
fireworks found their way into -the 
ecnate house, which with its precincts' 
was filled with smoke. The belated 
roters -were cheered or groaned at; ac- 
cording to the side upon which they 
had voted.

poll irom the south entrance—non- 
placets, 1,713; placets,-662—the enthu- 
siasm was indescribable/ Uponj its be- 
coming known that the proposals had 
been lost a rush to the telegraph office 
followed and the wires were quickly 
blocked. 


A procession of nearly a thousand un- 


dergraduates proceeded to promenade 
the town, carrying one of the boards 
innounclng the result of the polling. 


The first resolution having been 


oeaten, the remaining four were with- 
drawn. 


After the polling many "Blues" In 


rooms over a restaurant which hac 
been particularly active in hooting the 
:rowd were pelted with oranges, with 
ihe result that all of the front win- 
Sows were smashed. 


There was an overwhelming majoj 


Ity of votes against the proposals. Duir 
»g the first half hour the supporters 
were greeted with groans and criesif 
"You're old enough to know better." 


The center rooms at Calus college 


were 
adorned with five gaudily- 


trimmed ladies' hats, underneathwhicl 
were the words: "Lecturer* on hats— 
latest designs." 


The question of conferring title o 


recognized degrees on women has been 
the sub'ject of controversy at Cambridge 
lor the past 13 months or more, and 
local feeling has been running high

senate having been divided into two, 
cnmps. with a majority against the con- 
cession.
